1 Novelty 

The present application does not meet the criteria of Article 33(1) PCT, because the 
subject-matter of claims 1-18 is not new in the sense of Article 33(2) PCT. 

A claim defining a product for a particular use e.g. blocking of stains, is to be construed 
as meaning a product which is in fact suitable for the stated use. A known product 
which prima facie is the same as the product defined in the claim and is in the fomn in 
which it is in fact suitable for the stated use is novelty destroying for the subject matter 
of said claim (PCT Guidelines Part II, 5.21). 

Claims 1-18: Document D1 discloses a clear aqueous coating composition with anti-soil 
and anti-spotting properties comprising > 10 % wt. hydrotalcite nano size clay (§0019; 
0044; 0052 and 0078), a dispersants (§0087), a surfactant, a PU resin (§0263 and 
example 1) and optional additives (§0197). The coating can be used on unclean and 
stained surfaces (§0091). In the case where the substrate is chosen from wood, water 
extractable agents are present in the substrate, as such the method of claim 10. the 
coated substrate of claim 13 and the use of claim 15 are anticipated in D1 (§0040). 
Therefore, the subject matter of claims 1-18 is not novel in view of D1 .
